Lockheed bid 
for jet contract 


WASHINGTON — Georgia and Texas beat Mis- 
souri and California Tuesday in the Air Force con- 
test over who gets the nearly $100 billion contract 
to build the first jet frghtcr of the 21st century. 

The decision could ofTcct not only the nature of 
air warfare but also the shape of the already trun- 
cated aerospace industry, ondysts.say. 

Lockheed, General Dynamics and Boeing - 
based in Marietta, Ga., Ft. Worih, Texas and Seat- 
tle - won (he bid with their jointly designed proto-' 
type plane, the YF-22, nickiikmcd “Lightning II.,’’ 
Northrop and McDonnell-Douglas - based' in 
Hawthorne, Calif, and St. Louis - lost with their 
YF-23,'also known as the "Gray Ghost.’ 

Each team of companies hod invested over $1 
billion of their own money to develop the proto- 
types. 

The Prolt & Whitney division of United Tech- 
. nologies Coip. was chosen to provide enmnes for 
the new fighter, defeating General Electric Co^A 
spokesman at General Electric's plant in Lynn, 
Moss., said its engine was being developed primar- 
ily at the company’s Evendale, Ohio, plant. He said

Bush dishes out praise for general

WASHINGTON - President Bush welcomed Gen. Nor- 
man Schwarzkopf to (he White House Tuesday with acco- 
]ad« for his ’fantastic'’’ leadership of the U.S. military in 
•the Persian Gulf War. 

The four-star general, home only two ‘days from the 
Mideast, hod lunch with the commander in chief and several 
' ofBush's (op advisers. 

Bush later joked, “You should’ve seen the guy eat.’ 

Schwarzkopf also met in an informal welcome-home with 
Colin Powell, the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and 
other service chiefs at the Pentagon before 'heading bock to 
Ris command post at McDill Air Force Bose, Fla. 

Bush' signed congressional legislation awariling gold 
medals to ^hwarzkopf for his "exemplary performance os a 
military leader” in the war and to Powell for his service as “a 
militaty leader and adviser to the president” during-the crisis. -- 

Ihe medals, costing $30,000 each, were specially struck to 
honor the two oflicers. Bronze duplicates were to be sold to 
make bock the money, aides said. 

Bush said in welcoming Schwarzkopf back from the gulf 
that he* told the general: 

“Well done. And what he and his troops did ... iii terms of 
fulfilling our objectives is fantastic. What he and his troops 
did for the morale of the United States of America is tinb^ 
lievable. 

“We have a great team in (Defense Secretary Dick) Ch- 
eney and General Powell and General Schwookopf, and the 
country knows it You can feel it. Anytime you -get out of 
this place, why, you sense it. It is. fantastic. And I told him 
that, and congratulated him.”

WASHINGTON — The House Judiciary Commit; 
tee approved a seven-day waiting period for handgun 
purchases Tuesday, paving the way for debate by the 
full House on a measure supporters say will help 
stem the nation's crime epidemic. 

The panel approved the so-called Brady bill on a 
23-1 1 vote after rejecting an oltemalive proposal to 
require “point-of-sole'’ checks of computcrizcd-crim- 
inid records. 

The amendment failed on a 23-11 vdTe. Its ^p^- 
sor. Rep. Harley O. Staggers Jr., D-W.Va., ploiu to 
propose the provision* again when the full House de- 
bates the issue. The amendment has 100 cosponsors. 

Both sides say they expect a close vote when the 
Brady bill comes to the House floor in two weeks. 

The bill gained momentuirn lost month when it was 
endorsed by ex-Pri»ident Reagan, who had long op- 
posed the measure. The White House has signaled a 
softening of its. opposition to the bill, indicating it.

Appearing bncfly Monday in Ada 
County Magistrate Court, Larsen 
pleaded guilty* to two misdemeanor 
obscenity counts and was sentenced,, 
to SO hours of community service. - - 

Two additional charges pending 
against the 58-ycar-oId Boise man 
were dismissed, os were obscenity 
'Charges against Ijirsen's wife, Jean, 


and bookstore manager Clair Clif- 
ford Frcccc. 

“It’s a sad day for *rhomas JcfTcr- 
son and the Bill of Rights," Larsen 
said afterward. “And that’s all I’ve 
got to say." 

Authorities hailed the outcome a 
an historic victory against smut. 

“It’s the first obscenity conviction 
in Ada County in modem history,” 
Ada County Prosecutor Greg Bower 
declared. 

“It’s eluded prosecutors in this 
county and this state since time im 
memorial. This rings the bell that 
obscenity prosecutions arc polng to 
"be successful and community stan^ 
dards arc going to be enforced,' 
Bower said. 

“It should send a message that we 
don't want this stufT in our commu- 
nity," said Boise lawyer Gordori 
Nielson, a director of Idaho Families 
for,Dcccncv, which opposes pomog 
raphy merchandising.

Wood decks require 
regul ar maintenan^ 


Q. I have a three-year-old deck 
H o rn pressure-treated lumber. 
It looks grqr and dingy compared 
' with my nei^bor’s new deck.. How 
' can r make it look new asain' and 


' -also protect it against weather? — i 
‘ Mooffy. ' 

- A.. Keeping n natural-finish wood 
' deck in good condition is a two-step 
process, cleaning and scaling, that 
needs to be>epeated pcriodicolly. 

Scaling, with a water repellent, can 
help keep or restore the original col- 
or and help reduce mildew, checking 
(cracking) and warping. 

Some decks need annual treat- 
ment; others con go two or three 
years before their appearance and 
water absorption signals treatment is 
needed. 

Sprinkling some water on the deck 
is one way to test absorption. If the 
Neater soaks in quickly, scaling is 
needed; if water beads up and runs 
ofT, scaling is adequate. A thorough 
cleaning con eliminate mildew and 
dirt and restore much of the original 
color and brightness to>ihe wood. 

A voriety of special- deck cleaners 
— some-called-rs6torors,-revivcrs-or-j 
brighteners t- is sold at many home 
centers, hardware stores and lumber 
yards. Some, such os Wolmon Deck 
Brighteneri are designed for cleaning 
pressure-treated wom. Most cleaners 
arc- applied with a spraver, then 
scrubMd over the wood and rinsed. 

Be sure to read directions thor- 
oughly; some cleaners contain strong 
chemicals and require persono) pro- 
-icctionrsuch-as-goggles-and-gloves,— 
and some can harm unproieeted' 
-plams, 

Woier-rcpellcnt sealers'- are also 
available under many bnmd names. 
Coreftiliy reading directions is again 
important, because' some seolen are

Following the rccomifiendcd oppli- 
cation method is also important. 
Typical sealers con be applied with a 
brush, roller, spray or pad. However, 
roller, spray or pad applications may 
need some follow-up brushing to 
smooth out runs and ensure good 
penetration. 

Q. For several yean we’ve bad 
caipenter ants in our house. An ex- 
temunator sprayed one year.but said 
be couldn’t find the nest I tried do- 
ing my own apraying for s coiqile of 
years and also couldn’t find ±e nest 
Can you help? — D. O’Malley. 

A. Carpenter ants prefer to nest in 
decaying, moist wood. Likely aitas 
for a nest arc in wood near a roof 
leak or near a plumbing leak, such as 
under a sink. 

One clue to the presence of a nest 
is scattered piles ot wood fragments. 

Fortunately, (fnlike some Insects, 
these large ants don't use wood for 
food, and the domage they' do Is of- 
ten relatively minor. 

Q. I have a dining-room set fin- . 
iahM yritfa polyurethane. Just dustiog 
seems to k^ it shiny. Does it seed 
any other care? — G.-Lerven. 

A. Polyurethane is one of the most 
durable furniture finishes a nd should 
need no special trcmmenFlf useu 
with care. If extra protection against 
spills and scratches is wanted,’ the 
table top can be waxed.
